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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: There are many prior 
arts found that disclose imaging systems with a compression paddle and a probe interface 
assembly such as US 6,574,499 B2 to Dines et al. and US 5,938,613 to Shmulewitz, but none of 
the prior arts discovered discloses the particulars of what is claimed in the current application. 
The current application claims an automated imaging system comprising a compression paddle 
with a probe assembly comprising a platform supporting the ultrasound probe in a spaced apart 
relationship to the compression paddle, and resilient pivot connections to provide tilt degrees of 
freedoms.
